the  Town,  in  cooperation  with  the  other  45 
towns  in  the  region. 

27.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum 
of  $1,500.00  for  the  construction  of  sidewalks 
in  accordance  with  the  vote  at  the  1951  Town 
Meeting,  for  the  ensuing  year. 

28.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  appro- 
priate for  Cleaning  Streets  in  the  business  area 
this  summer,  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  withdraw  the  amount  voted,  from  the  Park- 
ing Meter  Fund.

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  Association  did  not  have  to  withdraw 
any  money  from  the  regular  Trust  Fund  Account  this  past  year 
for  Care  of  Lots,  it  will  be  withdrawn  next  year.  The  major 
project  of  the  A^ociation  this  year  was  the  straightening  and 
painting  of  the  cemetery  fence.
